N Seale of England, to diuers perſons of qualitie ; woꝛth, to enquire of 
71 PL gtue true infoꝛmation to His late Paieſty, what new Offices had been 
W pr || erected in auyof His Courts of Juſtice, either Eccleſiaſticalloz Tem- 
j and when, and by what meanes, and what new Fees had beene exacted 02 reteined 
by any Officers, Miniſters, oꝛ others, of, oꝛ inany ofthoſe Courts; but departed this life, be⸗ 
foꝛe any returne made bnto him of that Seruite, by whole death allo, that Commiſſion, amongſt 
others, was determined. 

Now Wee, obſeruing the Acts of lo wiſe, and ſo iuſt a Father, haue thought it fit , foꝛ the fur⸗ 
therance of Juſtite, and auopding of oppꝛeſſion to Our louing Subietts, to make the like Com⸗ 
million, which Wee haue lately done vnder the Great Seale of England, and directed the ſame 
to diners Lo2ds, and others, authoꝛtizing and commanding Our ſayd Commiſſioners, dilt- 
gently to attend that Dur Seruite, and to giue vs atrue and perfect Account, and Ynfozmation 
of their doings and pꝛoceedings therein. 


And, to the end that all Pur louing Subiects , whom it may any wayes concerne, may 
takenoticeofthe ſatd Commiſſion, and of Our gracious intention in the grantingthereof, and 
to whome, andwhitherto reſozt to make their complaints, oz to ſeeke fozredzeſſe , wee haue 
thought fit to-publiſh and declare, and wee doe hereby publiſh and declare the ſame , and that 
Our ſaid Comnuſſioners haue recetued Our expꝛeſſe Commandement and Charge diligently 
to attend the execution of the ſayd Commiſſion , at ſuch fit place oz plates, in, oꝛ about the 
Citie of weſtminſter, ag in their dilcretions ſhall bee moſt connentent, foz the atteſſe and dil⸗ 
patch of all ſuch as ſhall reſoꝛt vnto them to giue them any Jnfozmation oꝛ light, foꝛ their 
better pꝛoteeding therein. 

And wee doe hereby further declare Our gracious and Royall pleaſure, that as on the one 
fide Wee would haue no man pꝛeſume, without inft grounds, to ſtirre bp cauſeleſſe complaints 
;againſtany Court oꝛ Office , oꝛ againſt any Judge, Officer oz Miniſter, of, in, oꝛ belong- 
ing bnto any Court oz Office , ſo on the other ſide, that no man ſhould be diſheartned oz dil⸗ 
touraged to make knowen,and pꝛoletute their iuſt complaints againſt any, Wee being reſolued 
to cary Our ſelfe equally and indifferently towards all men, Our purpoſe herein beeing chiel⸗ 
ly to redꝛeſſe ſuch abuſes, as ſhall bee diſconered foz the caſe and reliefe of Our Hubietts, and 
not to make an Ynquiſitton into the errours paſt, vpon flight oz weake grounds, oꝛ vncertaine 
Infoꝛmations.
